your Body Sound and Vigorous, Sicknefs and Death are the contmon Lot 
of Mankind, and to repine and grieve. at the bearing of this \ot, us 
to Combat the Laws of Nature, and fo fight against. Jmpoffibilities. 
hat wife Man Repines at the Heat in Summer, or Cold in Winter ; 
cr troubles himfelf that the Sun ever goes out of our Hemifphere all 
the Nicht time? A common Evil that every Body bears, ceafes to le an 


* Evil, becaufe there is no one has.a better Fortune to compare with its and 


without comparifony nothing can be faidto bebeiter or worfe ; Thus alfa 
a-Good made common falls into Indifferency for the fame Reafons. But 
perbaps your Melancholy facgefts unto. you, That ’tzs adifmal thing to 
launch out into an unknown Abyfs, to be you know nob where, nor wh.tt. 
I Anfwer, I Dream fometimes of Frichtful things, and the kdea’s that 
T have of them, imprefs as afflicting refentments upon my Spirits as if they. 
were real ; but when L awake, all vanifbes. Thus, if we will examine 
Death, and its fippofed confequences by the prejudices of a Melancholy 
and Diftrated Brain, we. may be Miferable, proportionab’y tothe 
heighth vf our Folly: Butif by our.

Which Letter being at his defire read to him, after he had 
by fome difmal Groans and Sighs, as well as by fome Mourn- 
‘ul Expreffions, bemoaned his unhappinefs in Commencing fo 
Fatala Friendthip, with Perfons of fuch Pernicious Principles, 
at length requefting our Author to Write front his Mouth fuch 
an Anfwer as he fhould DiGate ; he accordingly fat down, and 
the fick perfon Diétated as follows. 


Sirs 

Eing net able to ufe my own. I have borrowed ancther Hand, to an- 

‘fiver yours, poffibly I may Jubfcribe my felf. You fay well, It's a 
Gratefuller Office, to endeavour to remove the Evils of the Mind than of 
the Body. What you urge of the Common Lot of Mankind, as 
Death and Sicknefs ; J could wifh it were my cafe : But mine, alas! 
zs a Difcouery J pay dearly for, viz That Defpair and Hell zs the 
Common Lot of Atheifts. Now your Argument cannot reach 
cafe, unlefs you firft prove, That Atheifm 2 as inevitable as Conk 
and Sicknefs ; and that therefore the Effects of it are tobe born as pati- 
ently, unlefs a Man willcombat Necefiity, and fight againft the Laws 
of Fate. Your way of arguing x fuch as Ihave ufed my felf former- 
ly ; and I cannot but wonder now, bow T could think it conclufive : pere 
baps 1 never indeed thought of thaty but mas pleafed with it, becaufe I 
nijbed it true, and because I faw it my Interest that it fhould be fo. If 
you pleafe, Ile juft make a Reflection or Two upon what you baue writ,and 


then give you my Sentiments of the whole matter. You fayy That if we 


examine Death, and us fuppo‘ed Confequences. by our Reafon, 
ibofe formidable Menfters grow tame and familiar. tome 
eafon,

Reafon, you mean, either the peculiar Creed of Atheilts, or the Comi- 
mon Reafon of Humane Nature; J'm fure thofe Moutfters will be 
lefs tame and familiar, the more you think of them. For fince no Kea- 
fon difcovers what an unexperienced Death dy or the unknown Change 
confeguent thereupon, how can we iudge of things that we know not? Rea 


fon as long as you pleafe, upon things that you are ignorant of, and at 


laft you will be as far from Truth and Satisfaétion, if not farther, 
than when you fir began: Like bim that Demanded a confiderable 
Time, to tell mbat God was, aed when that was expired, he de- 
manded yet a Greater , and being askty Why he did fo, Replied, The 
more he Thoughr, the lefs he knew ot him. Jt might have been 
retorted on him, tho the fame Hiftory giv’s us no account of it ; Why 
then did he petition for means of greater }gnorance and Confulion? 
Your Argument is extream weak about a Pre-exiftent, and Future 
State; viz. [retain no impreflion of Happinefs or Mifery thar 
Jhadin a Pre-exiftent State, therefore fhall retain none ina 
Future State : Howthat’s a confequence inany Rules of Logick, Z fee 
not. Next you would have me believe upon your bare word, That Death 
is nothing, and chat after Death there is nothing : Pray how do 
you know either, having not yet tried? There are agreat many that fay 
the contrary. I have only concerned my felf at the Rationality of your 
Letter, that I might induce you to belt: ve, Iam not Melancholy, Di- 
{tracted or Prejudiced in my Realon, aud I would defire you to be- 
lieve it, that what I am going to fayy may not hive the le/s Credit be- 
caufeit comes from one under my Circumftances . It's Truth, and whe- 
ther you will believe me or no,you wilbat Jaft find it to be fo. Here he 
groaned, and defired a little intermiffion, and accordingly he 
took about half-an hours refpite; after which, calling this Au- 
thor again, he proceeded to Dictate as follows. 

If I could force you to believe I would; all I can do is to deal 
with you as a Reafonable Creature, by opening my Breaft to you, and 
then leaving you at your liberty toaét as you pleafe. Whilft we arein 
Health and Bufinefs, we may feem to a€f contrary to our intentions, and 
plead for things we believe not ; but when we comc to Die, the Vizard 
a3 taken off, and the Man appears as he .ts, open and plain. This is 
my Condition, therefore I canhave neither intereft nor any otber motive 
an impofing upon my Friend, 


Religion, J mean the Chriftian, is no Fi@itious Impofture ;. 


Heaven and Hell are Real, and the Immortality of the Soul is as 
certain as the Exiftence of the Bady : For a time we have Officioufly 
Deluded and Cheated one another of our Religion aud Happinels, and’ 
God, who will not always be defpifed by his Creatures without taking 
notice of ity bas chofen me out san Example toyou all, and as a.

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Warning to the Lazy Indifferent Chrittian, But who, alas, can 
write ther own Tras: dy without Tears, “or Cory out the Séal of their 
Damnation without the Extremity of Hoirdur ? That theresa God 
Ton, because 1 continvally feel the effétts of kis Wrath. That 
theresa Hell, Yant as certain, having received the Earneft of ‘my 
Inher cance there in my Brealt, where my Tortores are infinitely (hort 
of any Expreflion: That theres a Natural Coulcience, thats not 
the effect of a Prejudiced Education, I‘ vow feel with Horrour and 
Amazement, being continually upbraided ly it with the Reg ftry-of ‘my 
Impieti¢s, and a bringing of my fins frefh into my Kemenibrance. Why 
Ged has ma bt mite out for AN Example of his Wrath rather than you, 
or any of our Acq:aintance, I prefume,is, Lecaufe I am the greatet 
Apo! late, having been more Religioully Educated than any of jon, 
and therefore done greater Defpite unto the Spirit of Grace, avd been 
the create} Scandal to Religion. Ob! what a prefumptuous egregious 
Piece of Felly is it for Duft-and Afhes to contend with their Greatour, to 
guettion his Jultice, his Powers niy, his very Being, when at the 
fame time withut this Infinite Wife God, every fach vile Wreech would 
immediately fall intoits firft Chaos agaiv, being rot able to Exift One 
moment without him? What a vile Ingratitucde is ot feurriloufly to re-

Differtations upon the Search after Truth. or a Difcourfe upon the Pailo- 
fo, hy of the Academ‘cians. The firft Book, 


Mi Foucher, who is likewile the Author of feveral other 
Lear ed Works, fhews here a great and zealous affection 
for the Academician Philcfophy. For he tel's us, That aiter he had 
well ftudied the Opznions of other Philofophers, rzght Reafon at lalt 
obliged him to return back, and fix upon the Philofophy of Pato. 
And to juftify his choice, he took a refojution to reduce the whole 
Platonich Doéfrine into a regular Syftem, which was betore dit- 
perfed without any order or coherence in.fevera| Authors ; 
which is without doubt a Pi@ure that the Learned World will 
notbe offended to beho'd and contemplate. Before he enters 
upon the particular delineation of the Opinions of the Academict- 
ais, he gives usan Hiftory of their Philofophy in this firft Dif- 


- fertation, 


The Academy (’Anxdnyix) from which thofe Philofophers took 
their Name, wasa fhady and folitary Garden in the Suburbs of 
Athens, which place growing famous by the Exerciles of Plato 
there, was the occafion tha: the Name of Academy was after- 
wards given to all Affemblies of Learned Men. When Cicero went 
to Athens, he vifited this Garden of Plato, and confeffes he felt 
himfelf a€tucted by a ftrange kind of affe€tion at the fight of ir, 
and led, he knew not bv what fecret for.e, to 1 much more lively 
Contemp ation of his Philofophy than if he had teen in another 
place; and that it feemed oy unaccountable thing to him,

why out Minds fhould be more affected at the fight of thofe places 
where creat men have Inhabited, than at the Reading of their 
IV rks, that are the lively Zmages of their Souls, and how fuch 
bare circumftances fhould make a more powertul impreffion upon 
us. than Pidures drawn by the very baadsof thofe perfons we ad. 
mire. Naturave nobis, hoc datum dicam, {ays he, an Arte, ut cum 
ea loca videamus in guibus Memoria tam dignos viros accepimus elje verfa- 
tos, macis moveamur, quam fi quando corum Scripta ant facta legamus~ 
Thefe Academicians derived the ground and fubftance of their 
Dorine from Socrates: Which great man being convinced, 
Thatthe Prideand Prefumption of the Pogmati/ls, who looking 
upon th-rmfelves asunerring Oracles, took upon them to decide 
politively, and with an Air of Soveraignty of all Controverfies., 
were no fmall obftacle to fhut the Door agiinft the entrance of 
Truth: he therefore made it his bufinefs to deftroy that mif- 
chievous prejudice, and to take off that Vail with which the 
Arrogance of thofe Pretenders endeavoured to cover Human Ig- 
norance : and Plato, who was Socrares’s Difciple both underftood 
and purlued thedefigns of his Mafter, for the firft thing he pro- 
yofed to his Audirours as the belt Expedient to find, out 
es was to return ftraight back again by the fteps 
they were a'vanced forward by, and to examine the Prin: 
ciples and grounds of every thing before they. believed it, there 
being an infinite number of thinss wetakeup upon truft, and 
believe we know not why: But by the Method of Plato, the 
Candidates of Philofopby, were obliged to ftoop, ad examine their 
footing, inftead of heedlesfly saris thea Career in whichthey 
wereengaged, and toturn back andexamine whether or-nothe 

were not tollowinz the Road of Errour, inftead of Truth. i 
was alfo oneof his chief Maxims, That our Senf’s aré not the 
proper Judges of things that are without us, and that a'l the 
Perceptions wrought in us by the Organs of our Bodies , are no- 
thing elle but fo many different Fashions, ef being, or,Medi- 
fications of our Sou's; from whence he concluded, That our 
Soul, how unknown foever it feemsto us atfirtt, is yer known 
by us with much more ceitainty than any External Objeéts ; 
from which Princip'e, he advanced his Contemplation to the 
Knowledg a dacknowledgmenrof an Original and firft Mind 
or Underitanding. ani toa firlt Moyer that forms and_ deters 
mines all other Eeings. He lookt spon Matter as. a;Power pure- 
ly Paffive, and thar has need of being moved by fome otlier caufe 
to produce any Modifications at alt in, it, and that éven tho 
it Were ranged into fome order, and modified a thoufind feve= 


til ways, can neyer produce ont fingle Thought or Refleétion. 
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From which Difcovery, it neceffurily follows, That ic muft 
needs be an JnteUectual Power, that could be able to give Motion 
to Matter, and Model it into fo many difierent Forms. An thus 
the Platonick Doéfrine confifts in Philofcpbifing well and folid'y, 
without pafling from Principle to Principle, till after a very 
inature and ccliberate Meditation. and Reflection. Xenocrates 
and Ariftctle were the molt famous Difciples of Plato: The firft 
of which was cold and flow, and fo diificult to be wroug):t up- 
on to give his affent to any Opinion, that he would fcarce yi Id to 
Demonjlration it felf, whereas the laff was too rafh and hatiy in 
giviig his Judgment, with refpe& to which two fo op- 
polite Charaéfers, Plato u'ed to fay vf them, Hic freno indiget, 
lle calcaribus, i e. That the latter wanted a Curb, and the o- 
ther had need to be Spurred. It 1: pretended that the flownefs 
of Xenverates proceeded from his fear of being deccivedy rather 
than from any natural heavinefs of tempet, and the ovetr-great 
Vivacity aid Sprightlinefi of Ariflotle made him catch at ali Pro- 
babilities and Images of Truth,and often like Jxion,embrace a fpeci~ 
ous Cloud inftead of the Dizine Juno,and induced him to quit his 
Matter Plat’s Method that would adm‘t nothing without De- 
monfiration: And by this means,the Academy quite dexencrated 
foon after, and the Difciples of Plato being continually Attack- 
ed by the Dogmatifis, left off by degrees their former circum- 
{pest ways ot Arguing, and the Moderation of their firlt Ma- 
fier and Founder, and gave place to the Vanity of Mind that 
can hardly long, brook thar fort of .Wifdom that forbids Men 
from giving their Verdiats about what they know but fuperfici- 
al'y. ‘ Arcefilaus endeavoured to {tem the Tide of thofe prevail- 
ing rafl;and peremptory opinions which were fo apt to debauch 
young Wits, by teaching his Difciples to call all things into 
Queltion, not out of a humour of obftinacy, or vain-glorious 
deiire of running down others, but out ot a fincere defign fo 
much the-mere affuredly to find out Truth, by a juft and equal 
comparifon of the different Opinions about it, and not. to em- 
bnace any Doétrine without having firft made ic pafs the ‘Ts tt 
Of folid Reafou.. Nothing in his Judgment was more unwor- 
thy of the Charaéter of a Wife-man, thai to fuffer himfelf to be 
Intoxicated with Prejudices, ard to embrace any Doétrine, which 
he had not firtt obliged to give a very authentick Account of 
themfelves at the Bar of bis Impartial Reafon,,. And by,thar 
Condu&,- he, reflored the: Academy to. irs ancient Lufire, and, by 
teaching his followers to,doubr of ali things he, wrought, them 
ingora difpofition that was mere proper to preferve them from 
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Errour,than to keep them in fufpenfe, and always wavering bes 
cween Truth and Errour, certain and undoubted Science and Con- 
vittion being both hisaim, and the natural and infallible con- 
fequence of his Method when rightly managed. That is the 
Fundamental Law by which all that would fuccefsfully purfue 
the Queftof Truth muft be governed. Opinionzs abfque Scientia 
turpes funty quarum gue optime Cace funt , & gui abf7, intelligentia 
verum dhouid spsatiur, non differunt a Cecis gui recto tramite gradiun- 
tur, i.e, Opinionsnot grounded upon Knowledg are fhameful 
to any pretenders to Reafon, of which the beft in the beft con- 
ftruction are but blind hits, tho never fo lucky; and they which 
think any thing rightly without underftanding why thev do fo, 
are j.alt like b'ind Men that happen to march on in the right and 
ftraight way of their defigned Journey by meer hap hazard more 
than by any ski!l in the road, or any other principle capable to 
guidethem. But to proceed, Mr. Fourcher in this Treatife men- 
tions only the heads and chieftains. of the Academical Se&, and 
troubles himfelf not to infert into fo fhore and concife an Hiftor 

as thar, the names of thofe that were Academiciaus only in fenti- 
ment and Opinion. He is in fome doubt among whom he 
ought to place Cicero, who tho he profeffe: himfelf a Vorary to 
Plato's Philofophy, yet, like an Oratou , c uld not forbear. in 
fpite of the Acad:micians, to employ his Eloqu nce in defend- 
ing Probabilities. He demanded th t priviledg of them in fa- 
vour of his beloved Rhetorick, andthe liberty to defend what- 
ever had the leaft Face of Probability. But when he was in 
carneft, and difcourfed like a Philofopher, he confefled, That 
we can have no affured Knowledg of eny thing by m-er appear- 
ances, which are but mazing flathes and Mill th’ Wifps, and 
deceitul Lights. Mr Defcartes was a Platonift in that point, and 
accordingly is placed by our Author in his due order among the 
Academicians ; and has undergone the fame cenfures and impu- 
tations with Plato ; he was accufed for having rendred Truth 
inacceffible under pretence of making a more exact and _precife 
inquiry after it, and for that under a colour of extirpating pre- 
judices, he p poy lemon ie the foundations ofall Knowledg, 
and lett men in Doubts more dangerous than down-right Er- 
rours. And the Dogmatifis knew fo well how to manage this 
objeion to their advantage that PlatosSchool was often deferted, 
and his Difci_ les Buebear’d out of their Opinions by imaginary 
Monfiers of their Adverfaries own Creation, and his Modern 
Succeffour Defcartes has proved by Experience, thar the fame 
Stratagem has not unfuccefsfully been renewed againft him. _

i HEY who look upon the Treatife of Ladfantius concerning 
the Death of the Perfecutors, only asa fine Difcourfe, and E- 
loquent Declamation, will be furprifed perhaps to fee all the 
honours done to it that are due to a work of a much greater im- 
portauce: And *tistrue, That if a Commentaries being fwelled 
with a numerous crowd of Illuftrious Axnotatours, can contri- 
bute any thing to the glory of an Author, no body can deny the 
Title of the Golden Book to be due tothis Work of Ladfantius, 
which is an Elogy that has been confirmed to it by the Suffrages 
of fo many Learned Men that have adorned it with their-Re- 
marks. The noaife it has made in the World fince it was refcu- 
ed outof the daft where it had lain buried till our Age, has fuffi- 
ciently convinced us that ’tistoMr. Baluze we are obliged for its 
difcovery, and that it was he that enriched the World with this 
valuable Prefent. It was foon after difperfed all over Europe, 
It appeared in England with the Notesof Vofius, and of the Bi- 
hops of Oxford and St. Afapb. It was Printed in Swedeland with 
the Annotations of Mr. Cuper and Columbus, and many more 
Editions havebeen fince multiplied of it, {till augmented with 
new obf.rvations; and there wanted only fome ab'e hand to 
digeft them all into one Volume, which important fatigue Mr. 
Baudri has been pleafed to take upon him, who has not been 
content only to make a ColleG@tion of the Remarks of. other 
Men, but has likewife Laboured himfe'f to illuftrate the Ant’- 
quities which are comprifed in this Treatife of Laéfantius which 
comes out of his hands with allthe Riches that fo {mall a work is 
capable of. It is not very neceffary to tell you in what Order-the 
Notes sre Difpofed. Thole of Mr. Baudri ar placed under the 
Text, with fome others that are diftinguitht by che names of 
the feveral Authors to which they belong. In a fecond Part are 

laced the Remarks of M-, Baluze, Cuper, Columbus and Toinard. 
To which is fubjoyned a Dijertation of Dodwel! de Ripa Striga, 
and 
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and aPreface of Father Ruinard, tothe Sincere and Sele A&s of 
the Martyrs, which may ferve for an Anfwerto Dodwedl s Difirus. 
tion of the Fewnefs of the Martyrs. 

It has been a great Difpute, whether Sc. Peter were ever at 
Rome, and Salmajins was one of thofe thatcontelted it. Ladfanti. 


us affirms in this Freatife, That Sr, Peter came to Rome. under | 


the Empireof Nero. Mr. Baudri therefore thinks 1¢ worth the 
while toftop the Reader, while he entertains him with the Ex- 
amination of fo remarkable a Point of Ecclefiaflical Hiflory as this, 
Baronius pretended, That St. Peter arrived at Rome the fecond year 
of Claudius, and that he was twenty five years Bifhop of that City; 
but he is plainly confuted by Ladéantius, who tells us he came to 
Rome, and died under Nero. Father Pagi made ufe of this Tefii. 
mony againtt Baronius who followed Eufebius, and afferts, That 
the twenty five years Rejidence of St, Peter at Rome, cannot pofhibly 
be Reconctd neither with Hiflery, nor Chronology; and Mr. Ba- 
luxe himielf confefles, ‘tis an Opinion that cannot be maintain- 
ed, and that there is no certainty that St. Petercame to Rome be- 
forethe Reign of Nero.

Buc yer M. Baudrt 
undertakes his Defence again{t Mr. Todius, and calls in Suetonius 
to decide the Oppofitios between Tacitus and LaGantins: For this 
Lat faith only fimply, That be Chrijtians, who were an upltart 
and impious Sef, were theretore afilicted with punifhments, And 
then aca great diftance afterward, he tells us of Nero's Fully and 
Extravagance, in that being offended atte deformity'of tie Oid 
Buildings at Rome, he burut the City, thatthe Ruine of bis Country 
might give him oceafion to thew bis Magnificence, in re-butiding 
itia a more flately manner: Bat he fays nor, That Nero tormented 
the Chriftians as Authors of that Fire, with intent thereby co ren- 
der them Odious to the Peop'e.of Rome. | Exfebias in his Chro- 
mitle Remarks, That Nero, to fill up the meafure of all his 
Cruelcies, Perfecuted the Chriflians, but joyns not that event to the 
Burning of Rome, as it the one hid been a eonfequéence of ‘the 
other. Orofius chat enumerates the feveral Cruclties of Neroy 
places not his Perfecution of the Chriflians next in order after the 
Burning of Rome ; neither do’s he deduce it from any other 
Caufe, bucthe Audacious Lmpiety of that Emperour ; and therefore, 
fays Mr, Baudri, Lactaniius is not to be blamed) for ateributing 
the Honour of ftirring up ‘Nero's Rage to the Miracles, and Con- 
verfions effected by S:. Peter, and for not following Tacitus who 
makes the Pi rfecution of the Chriflians to be a Politick fetch of 
Nero's to divert the People from fufpeéting him to have been the 
Author of the Devaftation of ‘their City. But Mi Tolf/ites who has no 
very good opinion of thé fidelity of Lactantius, han“les ‘im fe- 
verely in feveral other o¢cafions befides this, of which Mr: Bau- 
dri {ubjoyns another Example. Laéfantius every where reprefents 
Dioclefian asa Man of a Cowardly, Timorous, and mean Spirit; 
and tells us, that Galerias his Son in Law, to oblige him to quit 
his Zmperial Dignity, firtt alledged to him the unfienefs of his Age, 
which was now grown too weak to fapport the weight of {fo 
great a Dignity, andthen added it fhort, that if he would not 
do it willingly, he had'both the Will and Power to force him to 
it; at which, Dicclefian not being able to forbear Weeping. fur- 
rendred his Authority, upon the threatning Speeches of Galerius. 
Here M. Folius Declaims againft the Malicionfnefs of Laétantins, 
for affecting to Reprefent Dicclefian av a Manof a featfil and 
cfeminate Temper; and as if he had invented that Interview

fpirit, and much fuperiour to his Colleagues in the Empire, who 
Revcrenced him asthe Majter of them all, and his fo much flight- 
ing the motion of Reafluming the Zmperial Power feems to be a 
mark of Greatnefs and Vertue. But yet for all thar, argu.s Mr, Bau- 
dri, his Good Qualities were mixed with fo many vices, that we 
ought not 5, to difcredic the Charater Lactantius gives 
of him, for Tis not impoffible , that Galertus himfeii may have 
Reported to fome or other, the Artifice by which he wrelted 
the Empire from his father in Law, or that either Conflantine or 
Deja, who were both prefent at thar Difcourfe of Galerius, may 
have revealed what was done and faid as to that affair, and the 
tears of Dioclefian, And therefore he concludes, that we at this dift- 
ance,have more reafon to believe Lactantius in that matter, who 
lived in the fame age with Dioclefian, than any of the ConjeQures 
ofthe Moderns. It isnot impertinent to add here a Critical poine

which he tok again, asLactantius teftifies;whenhe retired to a pri- 
vate Life there being fotund,in thefe two words, Diocles, Auguftus, 
thefe Numerical Roman I eters DCXVI, Where Mr. Baudri ob- 
fervesth t the Bp. of Meauxto make up the, Number he will needs 
find or create in thefe words, unites two things together that are 
no:at all.to be joyned, viz. Diocles che name of a. private perfon 
with the title of Auguftus which belonged only to an Emperour; for 
that fron the very moment he took up again the name of Dio- 
cles, he ceafed to.be Emperour, and as foon as he became Emperour, 
he was no more Dioclésy but Diocleftan, and So the account of the 
Bifbop of Meaux, and his whole Apocalyptical Syftem fallsto the 
Ground, and vanifhes into {moke. 

We thall not undertake hereto defcant upon all the notes 
that are inferted into this Edition, thofe of Mr. .Baluze, Columbus, 
and Toinard being {ufficieatly Known already, and that which is 
added not admitting of an Extraction. We fhall only tell you 
that Mr, Baluxe,when he publithed the Book, was not wanting in 
{etting forth who was the Author of it. It may eafily be Judged, 
that Lactantius durft.not put forth a Book. with fo odiousand fo 
dangerous a Title during the heat of the perfecution, but affoon 
asthe Great Conftautine had banifhedthat T crrour,then the Chrifii- 
ans began to write with freedom, This treatife of the fatal-and tra- 
gical Deaths of the Perfesaanr i an-effect of the Juft Horrour Lac- 
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taxtine retained for thofe Monfters that had made war againft the 
Church with fuch Exquifite and Execrable Cruelty, and who ac- 
cordingly were met with for icat Heavens appointed time by 
Gods jait Judgments. Authors ate not well agreed W hat Coun. 
crey Man La¢tantius was, Mr. Baluze thinks be was of Africa, 
where he was Difciple to Arnobius. He was called to Nicomedia by 


Dioclefian, to teach Rhetorick, and was chofen by the Great Conftan-

That the Emperours Wi- 
dows were not permitted to Marry a fecond time; and that that wasa 
Refpedt they mere obliged to pay tothe Dignity of the Imperial Bed, it 
being an offence againft the Laws of Decency for them to think of ano- 
ther Husband whofe more private condition might degrade them from the 
high Rank which they enjoyed us the Relic?ts of Emperours. But that 
Law was fo ill oblerved, and fo often broken, that ic is. menti- 
oned by Authours more as an Inftance of the Roman Haughtinefs, 
and as.an Embellifhnaent to Hiftory, than as any thing thatever 
was exactly and ftri@ly obferved. We fhall fubjoyn but one 
Remark more from Mr. Cuper, out of the many which he mul- 
tiplicd almoft at every new motion of the Prefs, which we have 
oblerved in the laftof the two Letters written by him to Mr.

mit them the Enjoyment of fo great aPriviledg _ :

That is, The Satyricon of Titus Petronius Arbiter, Roman Knight, 
now perfetted and made compleat with the Fragments which were 
wanting, and which were found at the Taking of Aiba Grxca, or 


Greeks. Weiflenburg, Anv. 1688, 


Etronius hasthe Character, ashe was a Gentleman, and a Ro- 
man Knight, to have Written in the molt Gentleman:like 
Stile almoft of any of that Nation, and with a free, flowing, and 
unaffected Eloquence, and with a Purity of Language that none 
in former times exceeded ; nor in all things equalled, nor in after 
ages ever came nigh, noc only the Koran. Eloquence, but even the 
whole body of that Language degenerating {oon atter into down- 
right Barbarifi. As to a further account of this Authour, we 
fhall refer you to the Elogies given of him by feveral other Ce- 
lebrated Authours, an Extract whereof you may. find in fome 
qgrnals of this:Naturethat have appeared in Englifh before Ours.

skil:He would be but an il] Pilot that fhould vertute out of a Mathe- 
matical School to condu& a Ship,without ever having been at Sea be-’ 
tore,and there isa great deal of difference between fencing with foyls, 
and fighting at fharps, and between a training in Hide-park or Mosr- 
fields, and giving a fet Battle in Flanders or Hungary.

And as 
this holds no Jefs true in Religion than in other things, where 
example is the moft inftructive explication of precepts, and the 
lives of the Preachers the moft effectual application of their Ser- 
mons, and documents; Therefore this prudent and Pious Author, 
has chofen the Life of our Saviour to Explain his precepts by, and 
to fhew us by his a€tual example, how not only eafy but natu- 
ral and feafible ’tis for us, if we be not wanting to our reajons nor 
to the Grace that he has purchafed for us, and {tretches out ready 
to hand us all along the way, to tread in thofe fteps of Chriflian 
practice which he has traced out before us, and that without our 
need of troubling our minds with any more fear, than will make 
us cautious and careful, and not anxious, and uncafie, and with-

whole Diligence. And then lower, our Saviour, fays he, had cer- 
tainly great Reafon to conform his Lifeand Doétrine to this way 
of practice, had it been convenient in it felf, for this was a fort 
of Religion more efpecially in vogue.in his time, aad ’tiswell 
Known what Zealous profeffours the Pharifees were of it. Never 
was greater perfeCtion in Holinefs than thele men might Juftly 
boaft of, if mortified looks and behaviour were the Great things 
required of us by. God; And the Sun it felf might. feem Spotted 


in thefe relpetts compared with their purity whence we find them © 
taking great offence at our Saviour for histoo great, freedom | 
(as they thought it)he took ia Gonverfe, which they cenfured as © 


Savouring much of Loofuels and UnfanGificdnefs, terming him 
cherefore a Wine-bibb:r, anda company K-eper with publicans 
and finoers. And no Queftion, as this prejudiced them much

he was no private perfon, but fuch a one whofe life was to bea 

attern to all ages to imitate; And it was by no means fit there; 
ore for the fake of one perverfe generation, to lay fuch a un- 
| neceliar¥ 
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neceflary burden upon the confciences of the whole world, as 
his Example muft have proved, had he complied with the Pha- 
rifees in any of their formal'ways of Sandity, We find nothing 
therefore of the Sournefs of a Pharifaical Leaven in all his Cha- 
raéter, his Converfation is every where caly and natural ; as 
far diftant froma Puritanical nicene!s as from the Severity of 
the cloifter. It is holy and blame‘efs in every part, and yet fo 
accommodated to our Humane eftate, that we have no more 
Reafon to complain of want of due Liberty in it,chan otf per- 
fe&tion, and would fome perfons confider it aright, there can 
be nothing’more effeCtual to Remove their prejudices againft 
Religion than that. Thofe whom the ftarchtnefs of a Pharifai- 
cal carriage do’s Juftly Naufeate, and who perhaps find as little 
defire as ability in themfelvcs to imitate fuch a Behaviour, would 
they but look into our Saviours example, would find every 
thing in it fo contrary to this, as muft {oon make Religion the 
fubject,* not of their fcorn, but their Envy, for there is nothing 
of the Saint there but what compleats di. Man, and what ts 
fully as necefflary to make us happy, as Rational Creatures, A 
man may be Religious, according to this, without ivtrenching 
upon the offices of Civility, or denying himfelf any Reafon- 
able comfort ; without doing any fe beneath the Honour 
ofa Great or Wife perfon. And whatever fhew of Holinefs 
fome may make, by pretending to more than this, is at beft 
no other than to go berond the Rule; ButI fpeak not this how- 
ever, adds he, in Relation to our Saviours Extraordinary Miffion, 
but only to che Common duties of Religion. Then as to Cere- 
monial refpects in particular, he thus difcourfes, Look upon our 
Saviours life in Ceremonial Refpects, and you will find no- 
thing of needlefs Scrupuloufnefs and Superftition there 3 He 
isas much for preferving Order and Decency in Gods Church 
as any, tho not for encouraging every vain Cuftom or Rite, 
which fome would impofe, when the Canons of the Church 
he lived under, required it, he conforms without difpute in 
ludifferent matters. For as he obferves, Chrift did not difdain 
to appear even at their Feaft of the Dedication, tho it were 
a Eeftival but of human Inftitution, neither was he fo fqueamifh 
as to Queftion the authority of his Church in conftituting fo 
innocent a Rite, thoit were adding more weight {till to that 
burden, the J:ws before were ill able-to bear. 

And what he thus practifed Himfelf, he exprefly commands 
his Difciples to imitate him in. The Scribes and Pharifees, fays 
hey fit in Mofes Seat: all therefore whatever they bid you ob-

ferve, that obferve and do, There could nothing be faid more’ 
full chan this, co eftablifh the Churches Right ia matcer of Ce. 
remony ; that in every thing of this nature not plainly Sinful, 
(for thus far the Command mutt be reftrained, and to reftrain’ 
it further, is to deftroy the force of it ) Our Saviours will is, 
The Governors ofthe Church fhould be obeyed. For fure, put: 
jues our Auchour, the Scribes and Pharifecs at that time were’ 
blind and corrupt csough to be excluded thar priviledge if ever; 
it were convenicat che Governors of the Church fhould be fo ; 
Nor chat otir Saviour warrants any Church in c nftiruting fool- 
ith, or Burthenfome Rites to no purpofe, for Tyranny ts hate. 
full to God in all Governments, and more fpecially in fuch 
where the Souls of men areconcerned. And therefore he often 
protefts againit the Pharifees arbitrary ufurpations in Clogaing 
Gods fervice with vain and needl:fs Ceremonies. But in Re- 
gard Tyranny was ever reckoned better than no Government 
atall, therefore he commands his Ditciples to be fubjec to even 
thole corrupt Governours in all things indifferent, rather than 
any Schifm or Diforder fhould happen by peoples obeying 
ult no further than they pleafe. Tho here he diftinguithes 
between the publick SanStions of the Church Ratified by Ju 
Authority and the opinions of private Dof&tours embraced only’ 
by particular Seés, of which laft Sort we mut reckon thofe 
Traditions of the Eldets fo fréquent'y mentioned by him, if, 
as with Reverence we ought, we will S:ppofe Oar Saviour 
not to ContraJi& Himfelt. Then he proceeds to fhew what —

of their bippings, and other foolith and unprofitable auerities 
for which they have not che Lea't glymoe of a Patera in the 
Life of our Saviour; Where by the by he alfo obferve; to us 
thac our Saviovr ufed his Difciples fo little to the frequency of 
Faflingy thattho he highly approved of Fasting icfelf as avery 
proper Expedient to difpofe men to receive the influences of 
Gods Spirit, and fortify them aguinft the Devils aflaults, ufing 
it himfelf before his great conflict with him, and telling us thae 
fome Devils are not to be caft out without it, yet it feemed, 
He was vot for making that Dury too common, but for uf- 
ing it only upon important occafions, Becaufe fuch Duties 
when practifed of Coarfe, are apt to lofe their virtue foon, like 
Phyfickt» which mens bodis are too much accuftomed.

Their anfwer is ready, that ic was fo far from 
being a Covenant, that it was a Chaflifement for the Tran{greffion 
of the true Covenant, anda Punifiment inflided on the /raelires 
for Ere&ting the Idol of the Golden Calf. And to be convinced of 
the truth of this aflertion according to them, we need but confi- 
der how different Gods dealing with that People before they fel 
into that Crime, was from that he ufed towards them atter- 
ward. For before that , fay they, God was contented only te 
impofe upon them the Moral Law, asa Model of that Holinefs 
to which the Members of the Covenant of Grace ought-toafpire, and 
not as a Rigorous Condition of the Covenant of Works, that 
pardons nothing, and promifes Life only to thofe’ that have 
juttly deferved it: on the Contrary, we fee, purfue they, that 
in the Decalogue , God promifed the Jfraelites to be their God, 
that is, to be tavourable and.merciful to them that int him. And 
therefore it was not with any defign to plunge them into ‘de- 
{pair, that he délivered them thofe Precepts of Morality, and 
Religion that are comprifed in the Tes Commandments, but to put 
them in mind of thofe Duties to which all thofe are obliged 
that will enter into the Covenant of Grace. He had given them 
his Sabbaths to be a fign, that be was their God that fanétified them, 
he. had-given order for the Ereétion of the Tabernacle and all its 
Dependencies, and for the anointing of Aaron’ and his Sons to Ex- 
ercife the Priefthood amang them, as fo many Marks that he 
would be the Lord their God, and dwell among them, and comfott 
them with thofe Types and Pledges of his Love, till the Meffiias 
they expected, and the Lord whom they defired fhould come in perfon to 
his Temple, Mal, 3..
